The Trustees of the Pennsylvania 
.Society for the jidvancement of the 
Deaf held an important meeting, 
on May 11th, aridfl anions oth(;rs 
things decided to establi.sh Ihe long 
projected Home for blind, aged and 
infirm deaf ! They also agreed 
upon VVilliams|iort for its Jloc^ation, 
proviiled <!ertaiu arrangements can 
be made there 

The <letails of Ihe arrangements 
proposed to be ma<le can not be 
made know now, as nolwaly can tell 
the out<'orne yet. A great <loal de- 
pen<ls upon the efforts of the one 
charged with lh(!S<! pielimitiary ar- 
rarigemenls. Ix't us hope for on(!e 
that the, effort will be earnest and 
continued until the smcc«!ss or 
failure of the project is ap[)arent. 

Some comment has been made 
that there may be no fit persons 
found to occupy the Home: If this 
is correct, we are surprised ; not so 
bec^ause we hoped otherwise, b.iit 
because evei-y well infnmied (leaf 
person must know fhit I hen; are 
blind and aged and infirm deaf in 
this Stat*" as surely »» there are 
such of the hearing. We should 
consider it creditable to^tluf State to 
find it free from such dependents ; 
but, is it so 'I 

The real difficulty, it se(!rns, is 'lol 
to find subjects, but io briiKj llicin 
lixjcUifir. They have been so long 
accustomed \jo their old sun-ound- 
ings that it will t,e very difficult lo 
convince them of the new ct)m- 
forts of life to be found in a re- 
treat adajjted to their every need. 
Then too, sf>me of those having 
helpless cha'ge may be willing to 
surrender them with tlw; loss of 
further remuneration. Other (iif- 
ficulties of the above sort may be 
expected. They all seem questions 
for the Boards of Trustees to con- 
sider and it will doubtless meet 
th(!m. 

For ourselves, we ask what can 
not fie aceomplished f)y honoHt and, 
if need be, persistent (dl'ort ? The 
project must have a beginning like 
anything else Until then all is 
but theory. It seems reasonable to 
suppose that so soon as the Home 
is one in the full senso of the word, 
Ihe inmates will tie coming as truly 
as birds will adopt n new hiid limi.se 
set up for them. 

One thing seeing <-i-iiJiiii, iin.l that 
is it will take pretty much hustling 
and a deal of hard work to Htarl the 
Home. P^veiything may not ai)()ear 
to our liking, some things may ln' 
buikitiL', and others may look <le- 
cidedly rlisappointing, but time and 
experience may make up for all ; 
at least, let us hope so.

A. D. (Jornmittee on the 
Literature of the Deaf, I write to 
you. According to the circular of 
our President, the obje(!t of this 
committee is to ke((p track of mat- 
ters r-elating to the deaf that apjiear 
in the public press, and when (><•- 
casiou 1(^1 u ires issue ciiculais or 
statements correcting false imjires- 
sion, etc. As yet wo have done 
nothing, partly because there has 
been no call for a<!tion on our i»art. 
1 have, however, given considerable 
thought as to what we should do, 
and herewith submit some ideas to 
you for consideration. 

When any misleading articles of 
the S. Millington Miller variety ap- 
pear in the papers, a copy should 
be sent tf) m(i as soon as possible. 
If some one, preferably the member 
of the Committee living n<'ar(. si the 
scene of publication, volunteers to 
reply, well and good. Otherwise* 1, 
as chairman, will rcjily or ask some 
ofie to reply in behalf of the (Jom- 
m it lee. 

In order to be prepared for 
prompt action, I think we should 
have brief papers jjrepared on the 
priiici{)al qiieNtlons ^ afTecting the 
deaf. For cxainiile : 

1. A brief and concise statement 
of the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of difTereiit methods, and the 
attitude of the deaf toward the 
sign language. 

2. Extracts from the statements 
of orally taught as to the limitations 
of tlut oral method. 

3. A paper on day schools. 

4. A pa|)er giving slaliNtics show- 
ing number of pupils taught by dif- 
fer-ent uufthods. 

5. A paper on occupations pur- 
sued tiy the deaf, and touching on 
deaf jteddlers. 

Other pajters as o(;casion demands, 
and material is secured. 

Papers should 1)(( printed in uni- 
form si/,(!, the Amnils [lages being 
a good size, 1 think, ami they 
should be brief, m)t over three or 
four printed pages. If longer, thoy 
are less lik<dy to be read. 

In addition to the work outlined 
by the President, I think tlu* work 
of the (V)mrrntree may be made 
broad and its usefulness greatly in- 
creased, if not immediately, in the 
future any way. To this end, I 
would suggest that we make in- 
r|uiries in various directions : 

1. (Jet a list of leading edu- 
(fational publications. 

2. Find out the publishers of the 
"patent iusides" of eounti-y 
papers. 

3. Find syndi9ate ;»criters. 

4. Keep in touch with the As- 
sociated Press, 

5. Find oul about " mothers' 
clubs," 

Then, as to distribution, which 
will perhaps be the most expensive 
part of out work. The above* list 
indicates in part my ideas as to 
some means of distribution. Other 
means that occur to iim! are : 

1. The Volta Bureau. If pro- 
perly approached, and (he material 
is free from personalities, I believe 
the Bui-cMU will assist in distribut- 
ing our literature. 

2. Send to parents of d(*af (diil- 
dren thtough the schools. Some 
might refuse', but if so we can try 
to re»ich the pareuts by other 
means. Few, I think, could refuse 
to transmit a (iourteously worded 
statement of the views of the Na- 
tional AsMfK'iati(Ui. If Ihe.y should, 
the fact might be added for the in- 
formation of parents, and would 
hjirrlly add to the preslij'e <.r win.)) 
scIiooIm, 

3. Distritiul*' |>ai)er.s anions; edu- 
cators of Ihe hi-aring at their con- 
ventions, and send to superintend- 
e.nls of public; schools. 

4. Seiul papers direct to oral 
branches. Few of them ever read 
Ihe exceliptit Hrticles in Combined 
Sediool papers, 

5. Send papers to direcdors of 
schools for Ihe Deaf. 

♦J, Send to members of legisla- 
ture as occaHiou dem ands. 



While the papers we prepare 
should be brief, so as to be easily 
<lislributed, references should be 
given therein to reliable authori- 
ties, such as Dr. (billaudet's Glas- 
gow address, for those who desire 
to pui'sue the inquiry further. 

In accordance with the request of 
Pres. Smith, many of the school 
. papers are now sent to me. I think 
it would be a good plan for me to 
have a scrap book in which to paste 
the best articles bearing on (jik^s- 
tions of interest to us, from which 
extracts may be made, and later 
the books presenled to Gallaudet 
College, where Normal Fellows in 
coming years might read in compact 
form some of the arguments. I am 
already keepinu such a book on my 
own account, but with th«i concur- 
rence of the Committee will get one 
foe the Committee and the Associa- 
tion. 

1 should be glad to hoar from you 
all as to your opinions on the above 
snuggest ions, and to receive any 
suggestions you may have to make. 
Particularly would 1 ask your opin- 
ion about having paper No 1 pr-e- 
j)ared, and sent to i)ai'ents through 
the schools, say next fall. Would 
Ihe ('ommmitlee be justified in tak- 
ing such a step, or would it be better 
to wait till after another Conven- 
tion, which might definitely instruct 
the Commitlooto takesuch acourse; 
or should we refer it to the General 
Exe(futive C'ommiltee now ? Does the 
idea (!ominend itself to you as aelvis 
able and desirable.

"I'm afraid he's half scared to 
death, for the poor little fellow 
can't make himsedf understood."

A large 
rattlesnake killed in 1782 whs 
shown. There was also a gentle- 
man fish from Japan It's a small 
animal, partakiiit; pari in features 
of a nmn and a fish. The pupils 
by classes were given nn opportuni- 
ty to insi>ect. the (H)lle(tion«- and the 
professor or his .son being at hand 
to give explanations. School was 
dismissed at three o'clock Tuesday 
afteriu)on, and all assembled in the 
chapel when Prof. Schorr for over 
an hour gave an interesting talk on 
animals, birds and insects.

"The (liureh Mission to Deaf- 
Miit^s," ill IHKfJ, on a farm of 156 
acres by the Hudson River, six 
miles below Poughkcepsie.

Friends 
have rallied around this Home so 
that it is entirely free from debt.
